he U.S. Supreme Coun's ruling 
| concerning federal retiree pensions 
has the state scrambling to find ways 
to solve its budget woes for FY 1990.

‘nm March 1988 The Chart ran an 
editorial stating that Missouri 
Souther should not add a wo: 
men's tennis program because it 
would mean sacrificing quality for 
prestige In our view, the College was 
wanting the prestige of NCAA affili 
ation and was sacrificing the quality 
of other programs within the athletic 
department. Southern was creating

its success 
In our view, the NCAA teams 
would pound! the new Lady Lions 
tennis team.
